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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is the first on the merit of the instant application. 

2. In the original claims of 1-39, claims 2-39 have been cancelled in a preliminary 
amendment. 

3. Claim 1 is pending in this action. 

Priority 

Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in Germany on 7/26/03; 2/16/04 and 3/10/04. It is noted, however, that 
applicant has not filed a certified copy of the foreign filed applications as required by 35 
U.S.C. 119(b). 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because Fig. 6 includes shaded/colored blocks. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
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canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency.

Specification 



This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure as required by 37 
CFR 1 .72(b). An abstract on a separate sheet is required. 
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The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: An exchange device and a user station for a 
transmission of additional information in a communication system. Furthermore, since 
the disclosure has several formality problems, examiner has found it necessary to 
include the content of the specification as shown below.

Double Patenting 



The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, All 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) or 1 .321 (d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 
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Claim 1 provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 1 of copending Application No. 
10/566,378. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because the difference between the two claims is that the claim 
in the instant application fully encompasses the claim in the copending application. In 
other words, the claim in the instant claim is more specific that the claim in the 
copending application and the more specific "anticipates" the broader (see In re 
Goodman -- 29 USPQ2d 2010). 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lampela 
et al. (Lampela) (US 6,757,533 B2) in view of Kung et al. (Kung) (US 6,826,173 B1). 

As per claim 1: Lampela discloses a method for the transmission of information 
in a communication system (see abstract; col. 5, lines 15-26), wherein a communication 
context is established from a first user station to at least a second user station for

transmitting information or data to the second user station (see 5, lines 43-51), and 
depending on a set-up signal from the user first station for setting up the communication 
context (see col. 6, lines 1-15), characterized in that the data of the first user station, 
and/or the additional information is transmitted to the second user station (see abstract; 
col. 5, lines 15-42; col. 6, lines 1-23), within the set-up signal for setting up the 
communication context in a predefined format in order to permit there a representation 
as a data card with text and image content before the call is accepted. (see col. 5, lines 
27-42). But, Lampel does not explicitly teach about additional information and the 
additional information being transmitted from an additional information device to the 
second user station, as claimed by applicant. However, in the same field of endeavor, 
Kung teaches that a user can enter additional information that may include the ability to 
leave a multimedia message, type-in a chat note, leave voice-mail, etc (see col. 1 1 , 
lines 23-56, particularly lines 38-45). Therefore, it would have been obvious for one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the teaching of 
Lampel with that of Kung for the advantage of alerting subscribers to IP telephone 
services of a communication 9see col. 1 , lines 7-12).
